TAMPERING WITH DYNAMITE 

From what can be gathered in the way of 
information concerning the now famons re- 
pudiation of Dr. Riddell, Canada’s represen- 
tative at the League of Nations, over the ap- 
plication of oil sanctions, it scems that the 
Canadian government was afraid that Can- 
ada might lead the world nations into a new 
war. So the Canadian representative's ac- 
tions were promptly repudiated. 

All that Dr. Riddell did was to move that 
oil sanctions be applied against Italy. Now 
if that had been actually carried out Italy 
would have been liable to retaliate in such a 


way that war would be inevitable. Once a 
war starts these days it is quite likely to 
spread rapidly. 

Some seem to think that Anthony Eden, 
now British foreign minister, astutely man 
oeuvred Dr. Riddell intot the leading role. 


Anyway the move came to be known as “The 
Canadian resolution”. 

The action of the Canadian government in 
backing away from the plan is not 
calculated to increase Canada’s international 
prestige, but it may be a safe and sound pol- 
icy at that. 

This country has plenty of

In fact 
Canada should be discreetly silent at Geneva.

The warning was timely. The nation that 
neglects its agriculture, particularly in a 
period of depression, follows a false economy 
and one bound to lead to seriously adverse 
consequences. 


Thrifty and enterprising agriculture is a 
building up process. Mining is a wasting in- 
dustry. 

The hand of death is ever present in the 
mining towns and cities. Everyone knows 
the end will come within the space of a score 
or so of years at the latest. Nothing is really 
permanent. 

The ghost towns of Colorado and other 
mining states stand today empty and silent, 
witnesses of the impermanency of mining. 

Where are the hordes who struggled over 
Chilcoot pass on the trail of '98 into the Yu- 
kon? Alaska knows few of them or their 
descendants any more. 

The life that pulsated in Ballarat and Kal- 
goorlie is now strangely quiet. 

In a generation or so the mole-like burrow- 
ing on the Rand reef in South Africa will be 
deserted galleries and tunnels. 

Agriculture on the contrary is a continuing 
industry. As long as the land is cared for it 
will continue to supply food to the hungry 
and clothing to keep people warm,
